WTC victims receive wide array of aid

Thousands of people logt ther lives and thousands more
wereinjured when terrorists crashed jetlinersinto the
World Trade Center (WTC) towers on Sept. 11.

President Bush immediately responded to New York
Gov. George E. Pataki’s request and issued amajor
disaster declaration for that state. The president then
responded to the request of Acting Gov. Donald T.
DiFrancesco of New Jersey and issued an emergency
declaration for New Jersey’s 21 counties in support
of the WTC disaster.

The New Jersey declaration authorized 100 percent
federal coveragefor emergency protective measures.
New Jersey residents affected by the disaster also
becamedigiblefor certain crimevictimsbenefits
through the New York Crime Victims Board, the
New Jersey Violent Crimes Compensation Board,
the American Red Cross, and the Federal Emergency
Management Agency (FEMA). TheU.S. Small
BusinessAdministration (SBA) designated six New
Jersey counties that are contiguous to New York for

Economic Injury Disaster Loansto small
business owners.

“My heart and prayers are with the families of
thosewho werekilled and injured,” FEMA
Director Joe M. Allbaugh said. “All of FEMA's
resources are availableto assist in this
catastrophe. We will do all we can.”

Because of the nature and magnitude of this disadter,

an unprecedented array of helpisavailableto

victims, their familiesand affected busnesses. This

includes FEMA and other federal and state disaster
assstance programs, such as specid programsfor
victimsof crimeand public sefety officers, in
addition to private funds that have been set up
specificdly for victimsof thisdisaster.
